To  the  County  Council  of  Leicestershire. 

Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord  Duke,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  24th  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  Leicestershire. 

The  chief  vital  statistics  have  already  been  submitted 
to  the  County  Council  and  will  be  found  on  page  7.  On 
the  whole  they  are  not  quite  so  good  as  last  year  there  being 
a  decreased  Birth  Rate,  a  slightly  increased  Death  Rate  and 
a  slightly  increased  Infant  Mortality  Rate;  on  the  other  hand 
there  is  some  improvement  in  the  Zymotic  Death  Rate. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Diphtheria  shows  a  considerable 
improvement  and  for  the  first  time  for  many  years  this  is 
below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  Special  efforts  have 
been  made  during  the  year  to  decrease  the  prevalence  of  this 
disease  more  particularly  with  respect  to  children  in 
attendance  at  school.  As  there  has  been  a  considerable 
improvement  over  last  year  both  in  notifications  and  the 
deaths  it  is  hoped  that  these  efforts  have  had,  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  have  increasingly,  good  effects. 

The  prevalence  and  death  rate  of  Consumption  have 
shown  an  increase  over  last  year  which,  however,  was  an 
exceptional  one.  Compared  with  the  previous  quinquennial 
average,  the  notifications  were  greater  but  the  Death  Rate 
shows  a  considerable  improvement. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  whilst  being  not  quite  so  good 
as  the  previous  year  is  still  satisfactory.  The  Ladies  Com¬ 
mittees  of  the  Local  Infant  Welfare  Centres  have  continued 
their  work  with  the  utmost  zeal  and  success  and  to  them 
especially  the  good  results  must  be  most  encouraging.

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REPORT. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITION  OF  THE 

COUNTY. 

Population. — The  estimated  population  as  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General  for  1921  is  262,721  for  the  Birth  Rate,  and 
262,527  for  the  Death  Rate.  The  corresponding  figures  for  last 
year  were  261,587  and  261,369. 

The  natural  increase  of  the  population  was  2,641  as  compared 
to  the  natural  increase  of  the  population  for  1920  of  3,473. 

The  decennial  average  previous  to  1920  was  1,497. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL 
CHARACTER  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  area  of  the  administrative  County  is  524,197  acres.  Of 
this  total  the  12  Urban  Districts  comprise  39,801  acres  and  the 
13  Rural  Districts  484,396.  The  highest  part  of  the  County  is 
Bardon  Hill  in  the  Charnwood  Forest  Range,  being  853  feet 
above  sea  level. 

The  chief  River  is  the  Soar  which  flows  in  a  northerly 
direction  until  it  reaches  the  Trent  on  the  north-west  border. 
It  runs  through  Leicester,  Mountsorrel  and  Loughborough, 
several  tributaries  joining  on  the  way,  of  which  the  largest  is  the 
Wreake  which  under  the  name  of  the  Eye  rises  near  Pickwell 
and  flows  through  Melton  Mowbray.  This  River  joins  the  Soar 
near  Syston.  Although  Leicestershire  is  high  it  is  well  watered, 
healthy  and  mild. 

The  County  is  39  miles  from  north  to  south  and  38  from  east 
to  west. 

Industries. 

Leicestershire  is  chiefly  a  grazing  County.  Hinckley, 
Loughborough,  Earl  Shilton  and  Barwell  are  the  chief  centres 
for  the  manufacture  of  hosiery  and  boots  and  shoes.  Collieries 
and  iron  mines  are  largely  worked,  particularly  in  the  north  of 
the  County,  and  brick  making  is  also  undertaken.  Near  Melton 
Mowbray  there  are  many  cheese  factories;  this  district  is  noted 
for  its  Stilton  Cheeses.

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VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  1921. 

The  chief  statistical  information  relating  to  the  Urban  and 
Rural  Districts  and  to  the  County  as-  a  whole  is  given  below. 
The  respective  returns  for  Rural  England  and  Wales  are  given  as 
a  comparison. 

The  system  of  inquiry  remains  the  same  as  to  the  transferable 
Death  Return  and  thus  a  correct  record  is  ensured  of  deaths  of 
persons  belonging  to  the  County  and  to  every  individual  parish. 

It  will  be  noted  that  with  the  exception  of  the  Birth  Rate 
the  whole  of  the  Rates  are  better  than  those  for  Rural  England 
and  Wales.

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Births. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  21' 7  per  thousand  compared  with  22 '4  for 
Rural  England  and  Wales,  a  difference  of  '7.  The  Birth  Rate 
of  the  County  has  been  steadily  declining  from  22  per  thousand 
in  1913  to  16'5  in  1919.  However,  in  1920  there  was  a  gratifying 
increase  and  the  Birth  Rate  rose  to  24 '2  per  thousand.  The 
following  Table  shows  that  the  1921  Birth  Rate  is  1*5  per 
thousand  lower  than  last  year,  and  that  there  are  624  less  births 
in  1921  than  in  1920.

Of  the  5,709  births  notified  by  the  Registrar  General  2,948 
were  males  and  2,761  were  females.  Included  in  these  are  232 
illegitimate  births  comprising  112  males  and  120  females. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  in  the  County  was  4  as 
compared  with  4'2  in  1920.  This  compares  favourably  with  the 
illegitimate  figure  for  the  rest  of  England  (6 '05  for  1919.)  The 
figure  for  1920  and  1921  is  not  yet  available. 

Among  the  Legitimate  births  the  proportion  of  males  to 
females  was  107*4  to  100  females;  whilst  among  the  illegitimate 
births  the  proportion  was  93'3  to  100  females.  This  relative 
decrease  in  illegitimate  male  births  has  been  noted  for  the  last 
three  years.

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Deaths. 

The  Death  Rate  is  higher  by  '4  per  thousand  this  year  than 
last  as  108  more  deaths  have  been  recorded  in  1921.  Although 
the  Death  Rate  does  not  compare  as  favourably  with  the  Rate 
of  England  and  Wales  as  it  did  last  year  when  it  was  1*5  lower, 
it  is  still  better  than  that  of  the  Country  being  '8  lower.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  108  more  deaths  this  year 
than  in  1920  and  yet  the  number  recorded  is  much  lower  than  in 
1918  and  1919  when  the  Influenza  Epidemic  caused  a  much 
increased  mortality. 

The  five  chief  causes  of  death  in  1920  were  Heart  Disease, 
12  per  cent.,  Cancer,  10'4  per  cent., Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
5*7  per  cent.,  Pneumonia,  5*4  per  cent.,  and  Influenza,  21  per 
cent. 

■v 

This  year  the  five  chief  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease 
10' 9  per  cent.,  Cancer  10*5  per  cent.,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
6*8  per  cent.,  Pneumonia  6'1  per  cent.,  and  Influenza  3‘1  per 
cent.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there  is  a  slight  increase  in  the 
percentage  of  deaths  from  Cancer  which  had  already  risen  from 
7'8  in  1919  to  10'4  in  1920.  The  percentage  of  Heart  Disease 
has  decreased  from  12  per  cent,  last  year  to  10' 9  per  cent.  this. 
However,  the  percentage  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
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has  increased  from  5' 7  per  cent,  to  6‘8  per  cent,  Pneumonia  has 
increased  as  compared  with  last  year  from  5‘4  per  cent,  to  61  per 
cent,  whilst  Influenza  has  also  increased  from  2'1  per  cent,  to 
3'  1  per  cent. 


Comparison  of  the  five  chief  causes  of  death  for  1920  and 
1921  is  given  in  the  following  Table  together  with  the  percentage 
of  the  whole  County. 
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Infantile  Mortality.  , 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  which  was  the  lowest  on  record 
in  1920,  being  then  only  64  has  unfortunately  risen  this  year  to 
71,  but  even  then  compares  favourably  with  the  Rate  for  Rural 
England  and  Wales  being  12  per  thousand  lower.  In  the  years 
1914  and  1915  this  Rate  was  as  high  as  91  and  97  respectively. 
For  a  period  of  12  years,  viz.,  from  1909  when  the  County  Health 
Visitors  were  first  appointed,  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of 
Leicestershire  has  always  been  lower  than  that  of  the  rest  of  the 
Country.  The  average  County  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the 
last  5  years  is  75,  whilst  the  average  return  for  the  same  period 
for  England  and  Wales  is  91.

The  deaths  of  illegitimate  children  numbered  22  and  as  there 
were  232  illegitimate  children  born  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
of  these  was  95.  The  Rate  for  all  children  born  was  71  showing 
that  the  Mortality  was  much  higher  amongst  the  illegitimate 
infants.  The  Rate  amongst  the  illegitimate  children  last  year 
was  135. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases  totalled  380  as 
against  377  last  year.  The  deaths  from  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia 
and  other  Respiratory  Diseases  have  averaged  454  for  the  last 
5  years  and  it  is  gratifying  to  have  maintained  the  low  death 
rate  from  these  diseases  during  the  last  2  years.  Of  the  380 
deaths  recorded  Bronchitis  claimed  176,  Pneumonia  181  and 
other  respiratory  diseases  33.  Bronchitis  accounted  for  99 
female  deaths  as  compared  with  77  male,  whilst  Pneumonia  was 
much  more  fatal  with  the  male  sex  in  the  proportion  of  104  to  77. 

The  age  incidence  of  these  diseases  was  as  follows  :  — 
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Cancer. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
Cancer  this  year,  14  more  deaths  having  been  recorded  than  last 
year.  The  number  this  year  is  311  as  against  297  in  1920.  This 
is  the  first  time  the  deaths  from  Cancer  have  totalled  over  300  in 
a  year.  The  average  number  of  deaths  during  the  last  5  years  is 
267  and  this  disease  which  occupied  the  third  place  in  the  chief 
causes  of  death  in  1919  when  the  percentage  was  7 '8,  rose  to 
second  place  in  1920  (10.4)  and  still  remains  in  that  position  this 
year  10.5.  Of  the  311  deaths  144  were  males  and  157  females. 
Last  year  the  figures  were  136  males  and  161  females,  so  that 
again  it  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a  higher  mortality  amongst 
the  females  than  the  males. 

Organic  Heart  Disease. 

This  disease  again  heads  the  list  of  the  5  chief  causes  of 
death  in  the  County.  (322  as  compared  with  342).  With  the 
exception  of  1918,  the  year  of  the  Influenza  Epidemic,  Organic 
Heart  Disease  has  for  the  last  10  years  been  the  chief  cause  of 
death  in  this  County.  The  Death  Rate  has  fallen  from  1'3  to 
1*2,  .20  less  deaths  having  been  reported.  The  percentage  of 
total  deaths  from  this  disease  is  10'9  as  compared  with  12*1  last 
year  and  12  in  1919. 

Cirrhosis  of  the  Liver. 

18  deaths  are  reported  from  this  disease  being  an  increase 
of  4  on  last  year.  The  average  number  of  deaths  for  the  last  5 
years  was  13.  Of  the  18  deaths  14  were  males  and  4  females. 

Nephritis  and  Bright’s  Disease. 

Only  58  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease  as  compared  with 
62  last  year  and  89  in  1919. 

Of  these  32  were  males  and  26  females. 

Cerebral  Haemorrhage. 

198  deaths  were  reported  as  due  to  this  disease.  76  occurred 
in  the  Urban  and  122  in  the  Rural  Districts.  (85  males,  113 

females.) 

Hospital  Accommodation  and  Poor  Law  Institutions. 

Full  particulars  in  regard  to  this  appears  in  last  year’s 
Report. 
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At  Melton  Mowbray,  Wyndham  Lodge  was  opened  as  a 
Cottage  Hospital,  given  to  the  town  and  district  by  Lt.  Col. 
Dalgleish. 

Isolation  Hospitals. 

All  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  in  the  County  together 
with  the  Borough  of  Loughborough  were  joined  together  to  form 
one  district  for  the  Isolation  of  Infectious  Diseases  under  the 
Isolation  Hospitals  Committee.  This  order  was  made  by  the 
County  Council  and  came  into  force  on  December  the  1st  1919. 
The  principal  clauses  of  the  order  are  given  in  my  Annual 
Report  last  year.  Unfortunately  the  erection  of  the  build¬ 
ings  for  the  treatment  of  advanced  cases  of  Phthisis 
in  the  grounds  of  several  of  the  Isolation  Hospitals 
lias  been  indefinitely  postponed  owing  to  the  need  for 
economy.  This  is  rather  a  retrograde  step  as  it  prevents  the 
isolation  of  advanced  cases  of  Consumption  consequently  allowing 
the  spread  of  this  disease  amongst  healthy  members  of  an  in¬ 
fected  family. 


Isolation  Hospitals  are  provided  at  Blaby,  Coalville,  Hinck¬ 
ley,  Ibstock,  Loughborough,  Market  Harborough,  Melton 
Mowbray  and  Swannington  for  general  infectious  diseases  and  at 
Syston  and  Snarestone  for  Small  Pox.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.

Zymotic  Deaths. 

The  diseases  included  in  the  Zymotic  group  are  Small  Pox, 
Enteric  Fever,  Measles,  Diphtheria  (including  membraneous 
croup),  Scarlet  Fever,  and  Diarrhoea  (under  2  years).  The 
number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases  this  year  is  128  as  against 
163  last  year,  a  decrease  of  35,  and  the  rate  has  fallen  from  '6  in 
1920  to  '5  this  year.  The  deaths  from  Measles  are  only  10  this 
year  as  compared  with  64  last  year.  However,  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  the  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough — 23  as  against 
1 1 .  The  number  of  cases  of  Diarrhoea  totalled  60  as  against  27 
in  1921.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  were  the 
same  as  in  1920,  namely  5. 

There  is  a  welcome  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
Enteric  Fever,  only  2  deaths  being  reported  this  year  against  6 
last  year.  The  most  pleasing  features  under  this  heading  is  the 
marked  diminution  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Diphtheria, 
only  28  being  reported  as  against  50  last  year.  The  Death  Rate 
from  Diphtheria  has  fallen  to  'll  as  against  '19  for  Rural  England 
and  Wales.

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Small  Pox. 

During  the  year  2  cases  of  Small  Pox  have  been  notified. 
No  previous  cases  of  Small  Pox  have  occurred  in  this  County 
since  1910. 

Immediately  on  the  notification  of  the  first  case  (August 
26th),  the  Small  Pox  hospital  at  Syston  was  opened  and  the 
patient  admitted.  The  first  case  was  a  pregnant  woman  aged  39 
who  was  a  contact  of  a  woman  who  was  taken  ill  on  her  holidays 
and  who  was  later  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  Small  Pox.  The 
other  case  was  the  son  of  the  first  patient  aged  17  years  who  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  this  disease  9  days  after  his  mother 
had  been  admitted  to  Hospital.  The  first  patient  was  kept  in 
the  Syston  Small  Pox  Hospital  for  28  days  and  the  second  patient 
for  25  days. 

Vaccination  and  re- vaccination  was  undertaken  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  J.  E.  O’Connor,  and  by  the  General 
Practitioner,  Dr.  Berridge,  of  Enderby.  A  complete  cordon  was 
made  round  the  infected  house,  and  it  was  due  to  the  in¬ 
defatigable  efforts  of  the  Medical  men  that  the  spread  of  the 
disease  was  confined  to  these  two  persons,  and  no  further  cases 
occurred. 

The  Hospital  was  finally  closed  on  October  1st,  both  patients 
made  a  complete  recovery  and  the  confinement  of  the  first 
patient  was  not  in  any  way  abnormal,  the  child  being  born 
perfectly  healthy. 

The  Small  Pox  Hospital  at  Snarestone  was  transformed  in 
July,  1919,  into  a  Sanatorium  for  the  sole  use  of  discharged 
soldiers  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  and  all  arrangements  were 
made  to  discharge  these  patients  immediately  should  it  have  been 
necessary  to  use  Snarestone  as  a  Small  Pox  Hospital. 

The  County  Small  Pox  Hospital  Committee  is  responsible 
for  the  isolation  and  administration  of  the  two  hospitals  above 
mentioned  (Syston  and  Snarestone). 

Diphtheria. 

This  County  which  for  the  last  four  years  has  had  a  higher 
death  rate  from  this  disease  than  has  the  rest  of  England  shows 
this  year  a  rate  of  '  1 1  per  thousand  of  the  population  as  compared 
to  ’12  for  Rural  England  and  Wales. 
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This  Death  Rate  of  'll  shows  a  marked  improvement  on  the 
years  1918,  1919,  and  1920,  when  the  Death  Rates  were  '17,  '17, 
and  '19.  Last  year  the  Deaths  from  Diphtheria  totalled  50, 
whilst  in  1921  only  28  Deaths  were  reported.  The  Mortality  has 
been  much  higher  in  the  Rural  Districts  where  19  deaths  were 
reported,  the  remaining  7  having  occurred  in  the  Urban  Districts. 

The  Deaths  occurred  as  follows: — Wigston  4,  Ashby, 
Loughborough,  Market  Harborough,  Melton  Mowbray,  and 
Quorn  1  each — Rural  Districts — Ashbv  7,  Market  Bosworth  7, 
Barrow  on  Soar  2,  Hinckley  2,  and  Lutterworth  1. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  half  the  deaths  reported  from  the 
Rural  Districts  were  from  Ashby  and  Market  Bosworth. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  received  was  404—199 
from  the  Urban  Districts  and  205  from  the  Rural  Districts.  The 
199  cases  reported  from  the  Urban  Districts  came  chiefly  from 
Wigston  70,  and  54  of  these  occurred  during  the  last  quarter  of 
the  year.  34  cases  were  reported  from  Coalville  and  32  from 
Loughborough. 

In  reference  to  the  Rural  Districts  the  majority  of  the  cases 
were  reported  from  Ashby  Rural  District,  59  cases  being  notified, 
and  of  this  number  the  village  of  Measham  accounted  for  25  and 
the  villages  within  three  miles  of  Measham  provided  a  further  28. 

7  of  the  19  Rural  Deaths  oecured  in  this  area  whilst  last  year 
the  total  numbered  II  out  of  a  total  of  25  in  the  Rural  Districts. 

I  have  repeatedly  complained  to  the  Ashby  Rural  District 
Council  of  the  insanitary  condition  of  the  village  of  Measham 
and  the  urgent  necessity  of  having  a  more  efficient  and  satis¬ 
factory  sewerage  scheme. 

13  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  from  Desford,  11  from 
Kirby  Muxloe,  9  from  Blaby  and  7  from  Evington.  No  other 
village  in  the  Rural  Districts  notified  more  than  5  cases. 

With  the  object  of  detecting  the  “carriers”  of  the  disease 
swabs  were  taken  from  infected  schools,  and  even  after  the  closure 
of  these,  repeated  examinations  were  made  of  any  children 
suffering  from  sore  throats  or  any  who  had  been  in  contact  with 
children  sent  to  the  Fever  Hospital  at  Blaby. 
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The  Comity  Laboratory  has  in  the  last  2  years  examined 
1,954  swabs  for  Diphtheria. 

Previous  to  the  formation  of  the  Laboratory  swabs  were  for¬ 
warded  to  London  for  examination  and  the  total  in  1919  was  91. 
The  advantages  of  a  central  County  Laboratory  are  obvious 
where  the  result  of  a  swab  can  be  telephoned  or  telegraphed  as 
soon  as  the  examination  is  completed,  enabling  the  General 
Practitioner  to  immediately  treat  and  isolate  the  cases. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Blaby  Isolation  Hospital 
that  no  child  should  be  discharged  until  at  least  three  negative 
swabs  had  been  received  from  each  case.  Wherever  there  was  any 
discharge  from  ear  or  nose  this  discharge  was  also  examined. 
In  one  case  a  child  suffering  from  Diphtheria  had  to  be  retained 
in  the  Hospital  for  over  4  months  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
bacillus  of  Diphtheria  was  present  for  this  period  of  time  in  the 
discharge  from  the  nose. 


DIPHTHERIA.— The  following  Table  gives  the  statistics  of  this  disease.

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Scarlet  Fever. 

The  deaths  this  year  from  this  disease  totalled  5  the  same 
as  in  1920.  These  occurred  in  the  following  districts: — Market 
Bosworth  Rural  2,  Ashby  Wolds  Urban  1,  Blaby  Rural  1,  and 
Castle  Donington  Rural  1. 


There  were  502  notifications  this  year  as  compared  to  465 
last  year,  an  increase  of  37.  The  majority  of  these  came  from 
the  following  towns  and  villages  :  — Loughborough  83,  Desford 
and  Botcheston  44,  Fleckney  35,  Coalville  33,  Shepshed  20,  Kirby 
Muxloe  and  Enderby  20,  Measham  12,  Barwell  12,  Higham-on- 
the-Hill  7,  and  Earl  Shilton  7.  It  will  be  noticed  that  136  cases 
out  of  a  total  of  225  for  the  Urban  districts  were  notified  from 
Loughborough,  Coalville  and  Shepshed,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
report  that  no  deaths  were  recorded  in  any  of  these  three  towns.

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Typhoid  Fever. 

26  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  22  of 
which  occurred  in  the  rural  districts  and  4  in  the  urban.  Last 
year  24  cases  were  reported  with  6  deaths.  This  year  only  2 
cases  ended  fatally  out  of  the  total  of  26  reported. 

The  deaths  occurred  in  the  Ashby  and  Barrow-on-Soar  Rural 
Districts  (1  male  and  1  female  respectively). 

The  26  cases  reported  occurred  in  the  following  districts  :  — 
Husbands  Bosworth  8,  Whetstone  5,  Coalville  2,  Croft  2, Melton 
Mowbray  2,  and  isolated  cases  at  Woodhouse,  Newtown  Linford, 
Ibstock,  Witherley,  Braunstone,  Castle  Donington  and  Heather. 

During  the  year  32  specimens  of  blood  were  forwarded  to  the 
County  Laboratory  for  Widal’s  Tests.  14  of  these  were  positive 
and  18  negative.  Examination  of  the  Faeces  of  persons  from  in¬ 
fected  houses  have  been  conducted  with  the  object  of  detecting 
any  carriers  and  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease.  Altogether 
53  faecal  examinations  and  6  urine  examinations  have  been  con¬ 
ducted  with  this  object.  6  of  these  were  positive  and  it  was  not 
until  further  negative  results  had  been  obtained  that  the  patient 
was  considered  free  from  infection. 

Erysipelas. 

76  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received  during  the  year 
as  against  94  in  1920.  27  cases  occurred  in  the  urban  district 

and  49  in  the  rural. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

9  notifications  were  received  and  7  deaths  recorded  from  this 
disease.  Last  year  there  was  an  obvious  discrepancy  as  13  deaths 
occurred  and  yet  only  11  notifications  were  received.  4  deaths 
occurred  in  the  rural  district  and  3  in  the  urban. 

During  the  year  no  case  occurred  through  the  neglect  of  a 
midwife. 

Measles. 

This  year  only  10  deaths  occured  from  Measles  as  against 
64  in  the  previous  year.  7  of  the  deaths  occured  in  females  and 
3  in  males.  The  Death  Rate  of  the  County  is  '04  as  against  '06 
for  Rural  England  and  Wales. 
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Whooping  Cough. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  was  23  as  against  11 
last  year,  but  the  Death  Rate  for  the  County  is  '03  less  than  the 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  deaths  from  this  disease 
occurred  in  the  following  districts: — Ashby  Rural  6,  Blaby 
Rural  3,  Market  Bosworth  Rural  3,  Billesdon  2,  Castle  Donington 
2,  Barrow-on-Soar  Rural  1, Loughborough  1,  iVshby  1,  Ashby 
Woulds  1,  Coalville  1,  Wigston  1,  Oadby  1.  The  number  of 
schools  closed  on  account  of  Whooping  Cough  was  22  and  the 
average  period  of  closure  was  4  weeks  and  the  number  of  children 
affected  was  1,902. 

Poliomyelitis. 

6  notifications  were  received  and  4  deaths  were  reported 
from  this  disease,  3  in  Hinckley  Urban  District  and  1  in  the 
Rural. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

During  the  year  7  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  and  7 
deaths  occurred.  Deaths  were  recorded  from  Melton  2,  Lough¬ 
borough  1,  Coalville  1,  Shepshed  1,  Barrow-on-Soar  Rural  1, 
and  Market  Bosworth  Rural  1. 

Cerebro-Spinai  Fever. 

4  notifications  were  received  during  the  year  and  2  deaths 
recorded,  1  from  Melton  and  one  from  Oadby.  The  number  of 
notifications  received  in  1919  was  17,  and  6  in  1920. 

During  the  year  19  specimens  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fluid  were 
examined  after  Lumbar  Puncture  has  been  performed. 

Only  two  cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  were  diagnosed  and 
both  ended  fatally.  With  the  object  of  detecting  any  ‘ Tamers” 
36  throat  swabs  were  taken  and  examined,  and  two  of  these  were 
positive.  All  the  people  concerned  were  kept  under  observation, 
isolated  as  much  as  possible,  and  given  antiseptic  gargles — 
further  swabs  taken  from  these  patients  after  10  days  were  all 
negative. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

16  notifications  wTere  received  as  against  30  in  1920,  13  of  the 
16  cases  were  reported  from  the  Rural  Districts. 
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As  soon  as  a  case  is  notified  the  Health  Visitor  is  immediately 
communicated  with  and  she  visits  and  makes  a  special  report  on 
the  case.  In  any  cases  where  it  is  reported  that  the  Midwife  has 
been  neglectful  in  the  performance  of  her  duties  the  case  is 
reported  to  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 

During  the  year  only  1  case  (a  Bona-fide  Midwife)  was 
reported  to  the  Central  Midwives  Board.  The  Board  decided  to 
allow  her  name  to  still  stand  on  the  register,  but  that  a  further 
report  should  be  given  and  periodical  inspections  made  in 
reference  to  this  Midwife.

Malaria,  Pneumonia,  Dysentery  and  Trench  Fever. 

With  reference  to  Pneumonia,  the  notifications  are  divided 
into  Primary  and  Influenzal;  the  former  totalled  110,  and  the 
latter  30. 

Of  the  110  notifications  of  Primary  Pneumonia  56  occurred 
in  the  Urban  Districts  and  54  in  the  Rural  Districts. 

With  regard  to  the  30  notifications  of  Influenzal  Pneumonia 
28  were  reported  from  the  Urban  and  2  from  the  Rural  Districts, 
showing  that  Influenza  this  year  was  more  prevalent  in  the 
larger  centres  than  in  the  agricultural  districts.  Of  the  28  noti¬ 
fications  reported  from  the  Urban  Districts  16  of  these  were 
received  from  Shepshed  alone. 

The  deaths  this  year  from  this  disease  totalled  181  which 
compared  with  the  140  notifications  shows  that  many  cases  of 
this  disease  were  not  notified.  The  deaths  last  year  totalled  155. 
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Only  2  cases  of  Malaria  were  notified  this  year  as  against  17 
in  1920,  and  59  in  1919. 


No  cases  of  Dysentery  or  Trench  Fever  were  reported  during 
the  year. 


During  the  year  92  deaths  were  recorded  from  Influenza  as 
against  61  last  year.  In  1919  the  deaths  totalled  279  and  in  the 
Influenza  Epidemic  of  1918  there  were  863  deaths.  Of  the  92 
deaths  this  year  60  occurred  in  the  Rural  Districts  and  32  in  the 
Urban  Districts.  The  deaths  in  the  Rural  areas  have  always 
exceeded  those  in  the  Urban,  and  it  is  possibly  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  more  efficient  nursing  is  procurable  in  the  towns 
than  in  the  Rural  districts.  This  difference  has  been  previously 
noted  for  the  last  4  or  5  years.  The  death  rate  from  Influenza 
which  has  previously  been  lower  than  that  for  Rural  England 
and  Wales  is  this  year  higher  being  '35  as  against  ‘23. 


Diarrhoea!  Diseases. 

There  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  of 
children  under  2  years  of  age  from  this  disease;  60  as  against  27 
last  year.  This  is  the  highest  number  of  deaths  since  1915  when 
75  deaths  were  reported.  The  yearly  average  for  the  last  5  years 
is  ’25.  The  mortality  this  year  is  most  probably  accounted  for 
by  the  prolonged  drought  during  the  Summer  Months,  the  effect 
of  the  heat  and  the  high  price  of  milk.  The  Death  Rate  for  this 
disease  is  10‘5  as  compared  to  4‘26  last  year.  The  corresponding 
figures  for  Rural  England  and  Wales  were  15’5  and  8'3.  It  will 
thus  be  seen  that  even  with  the  increased  number  of  deaths  the 
County  Rate  of  10‘5  compares  favourably  with  15*5  for  the  rest 
of  the  Country.  Of  the  deaths  26  occurred  in  males  and  24  in 
females. 

The  higher  proportion  of  male  deaths  has  been  noticed  in 
previous  years,  thus  the  male  deaths  in  the  last  4  years  from 
Diarrhoeal  diseases  has  totalled  84  as  against  47.

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Tuberculosis. 

(a)  Details  of  Scheme. 

Full  details  of  the  scheme  in  operation  in  the  County  for  the 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  are  to  be  found  in  my  Annual  Report 
for  1920.  The  scheme  has,  however,  been  slightly  amended  as 
follows  :  — 

(1)  On  May  1st  Sanatorium  Benefit  ceased  to  be  included 
among  the  benefits  conferred  by  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Act  1911  and  the  responsibility  for  the  treatment  of  insured 
persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  devolved  upon  the  County 
Council — from  this  date  treatment  was  granted  free  to  all  persons 
both  Insured  and  Non-Insured  suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 

(2)  Eight  of  the  beds  at  the  Hinckley  Residential  Dispensary 
were  allocated  to  children  under  10  years  of  age  suffering  with 
Surgical  Tuberculosis  of  a  Convalescent  type.  The  first  cases 
were  admitted  on  2/11/21. 

( b )  Home  visitation — Search  for  Contacts. 

This  work  has  been  continued  as  before. 

(c)  After  care  work. 

There  is  practically  no  provision  for  the  after  care  of  patients 
in  the  County,  but  a  survey  of  all  the  cases  which  have  had  Insti¬ 
tutional  Treatment  was  made  to  ascertain  their  present  condition. 
(See  report  following). 

However,  in  November,  the  Ministry  of  Health  approved  of 
an  expenditure  not  exceeding  £2  per  1,000  of  the  population  for 
the  supply  of  extra  nourishment  for  persons  who  are  under  treat¬ 
ment  for  Tuberculosis  otherwise  than  in  a  Residential  Dispensary 
when  such  provision  is  necessary  as  part  of  the  treatment,  but  no 
grant  has  yet  been  made. 

(h)  Prevalence  of  Tuberculosis. 

There  has  been  an  increase  during  the  year  both  in  the 
number  of  notifications  and  the  number  of  deaths.  The  noti¬ 
fications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  totalled  378,  the  deaths  201 
and  the  Death  Rate  was  O' 77  whilst  the  corresponding  figures  of 
the  yearly  average  for  the  last  5  years  were  349,238,  and  O' 98. 
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The  percentage  of  Tuberculosis  deaths  to  the  total  number  of 
deaths  from  all  causes  was  6 'll  as  compared  with  5 '7  of  last  year. 
However,  the  Death  Rate  (Deaths  from  all  causes  and  all  ages) 
was  11 '3  as  compared  with  10.9  for  1920. 


The  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  is  partly  accounted 
for  by  a  diligent  tracing  of  Tubercular  cases  for  whom  no  form 
of  notification  could  be  found.  With  regard  to  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  deaths  no  doubt  the  extreme  heat  and  lack  of  rain 
during  the  Summer,  coupled  with  prevailing  unemployment, 
under-feeding  and  over-crowding,  had  much  to  do  with  this 
occurrence. 


It  is  noteworthy  that  the  percentage  of  deaths  has  increased 
from  Pneumonia  and  Influenza,  both  of  which  diseases  pre¬ 
dispose  for  Tuberculosis. 


Lastly  the  non-provision  of  both  isolation  and  treatment  of 
advanced  cases  must  be  prejudicial  to  the  reduction  in  the  number 
of  Tuberculous  cases. 


Full  particulars  of  the  notifications,  deaths,  and  ages  of  per¬ 
sons  notified  and  treatment  of  cases  is  given  in  the  following 
table.

Although  patients  who  stayed  at  Institutions  less  than  6 
weeks  are  excluded  from  the  above  table  it  includes  patients  who 
were  in  only  a  few  weeks — quite  an  inadequate  length  of  time. 

Many  of  the  deaths  have  been  those  of  ex-service  men  who 
have  had  to  be  admitted  often  in  a  very  advanced  stage. 

Increased  accommodation  and  a  greater  willingness  to  remain 
in  the  Sanatorium  have  produced  better  results,  e.g.,  during  the 
last  3  years  361  patients  have  been  discharged  from  Mowsley 
Sanatorium  and  up  to  the  present  date  27  of  this  number  have 
died. 
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Venereal  Diseases. 

The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease  are  the 
same  as  last  year.  The  particulars  of  the  work  performed  are 
given  in  the  reports  of  the  respective  Medical  Officers  of  the 
Centres. 


Work  at  the  Loughborough  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  which  was  established  in  February  1920  is  held  at 
the  Loughborough  General  Hospital  each  week  for  both  Males  and 
Females.  The  Assistant  Matron  of  the  Hospital  acting  as  V.D. 
Nurse  for  the  female  patients  and  Mr.  J.  N.  Graham,  Laboratory 
Assistant,  for  the  male  patients. 

The  work  has  continued  during  the  whole  of  this  year  and 
although  the  number  of  patients  and  attendances  are  less  than 
the  first  year  of  its  inauguration  many  patients  have  benefited  by 
the  treatment  given.  Unfortunately  several  patients  discontinued 
treatment  after  the  acute  symptoms  had  subsided  and  before  they 
could  be  considered  cured.  The  disadvantages  of  a  clinic  in  a 
small  town  is  that  patients  often  prefer  to  go  to  a  larger  Centre 
for  treatment  on  account  of  secrecy.  The  majority  of  the 
patients  are  sent  by  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  who  have  full  knowledge  of  the  work  of  the  Clinic  and  the 
times  and  hours  of  attendance.  A  few  patients  have  mentioned 
that  it  was  only  by  accident  that  they  knew  of  this  Clinic  hence 
it  would  be  as  well  if  more  propaganda  work  in  the  way  of 
lectures  in  the  town  and  immediate  vicinity  were  undertaken. 

The  general  bacteriological  work  is  carried  out  in  the  County 
Laboratory  with  exception  of  the  Wassermann  tests  which  are 
collected  at  the  Clinic  and  forwarded  to  the  Leicester  Royal 
Infirmary.  During  the  year  no  cases  have  been  sent  by  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  to  this  Clinic. 

Particulars  of  the  Loughborough  Clinic. 

The  particulars  of  the  work  of  the  Clinic  during  1921  are  as 
follows  :  — 

New  Cases. 

During  the  year  28  new  cases  were  entered  on  the  books  :  — 
22  Males,  6  Females. 
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Of  the  22  Males  7  were  suffering  from  Syphilis,  6  from 
Gonorrhoea  and  9  were  Non- Venereal  (several  of  these  were  sent 
by  General  Practitioners  for  a  Wassermann  test  in  obscure  cases 
of  disease) . 

Of  the  6  females  3  were  suffering  from  Syphilis,  1  from 
Gonorrhoea  and  2  were  Non- Venereal. 

In  addition  to  the  28  new  cases  there  were  already  14  males 
in  attendance  from  the  previous  year  and  13  females,  so  that 
during  the  year  the  actual  number  of  patients  attending  was  55, 
36  being,  males  and  19  females. 

Renewed  Attendances. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  was  326,  232  being  made 
by  males  and  94  by  females. 

The  attendances  were  for  :  — 

Syphilis  ...  178  (129  Males,  49  Females). 

Gonorrhoea  ...  131  (88  Males,  43  Females). 

Non- Venereal  17  (15  Males,  2  Females). 
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34  Intravenous  injections  of  Salvarsan  substitutes  were  given 
and  27  Intra-muscular  injections  of  Mercury  administered. 
Pathoeogicae  Investigations  . 

During  the  year  40  Wassermann  Tests  have  been  collected 
at  the  Clinic  and  forwarded  to  the  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary. 

In  the  County  Laboratory  4  films  have  been  examined  for  the 
detection  of  Spirochsetes  whilst  119  films  have  been  examined  for 
Gonococci,  many  of  these  being  re-examinations  of  the  same 
patients. 

In  addition  to  these  specimens  collected  at  Loughborough 
the  General  Practitioners  have  forwarded  to  the  County  Lab¬ 
oratory  the  following: — Bloods  for  Wassermann  test  40,  Films 
for  Gonococci  34. 

f 

The  Clinic  is  quite  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  Lough¬ 
borough  area  and  it  is  a  source  of  regret  that  the  patients  cease 
to  attend  before  completing  a  full  course  of  treatment.  Patients 
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attend  regularly  and  conscientiously  whilst  there  are  acute 
symptoms  present  and  then  against  all  advice  discontinue  treat¬ 
ment.  This  is  highly  regretable  as  they  are  liable  to  relapses. 
Fortunately  several  of  the  patients  have  listened  to  the  advice  and 
continued  the  treatment  with  beneficial  results  to  themselves. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  education  of  the  people  in  the  dangers 
of  V.D.  and  the  necessity  of  prolonged  treatment  may  cause  the 
patients  to  attend  more  regularly  and  recognise  the  necessity  of 
continued  treatment  until  cured. 

The  accessibility  of  the  majority  of  County  cases  to  the  City 
of  Leicester  which  is  situated  not  more  than  14  miles  from  the 
larger  towns  would  indicate  that  even  under  the  best  local  con¬ 
ditions  (these  are  eminently  satisfactory  at  the  Loughborough 
Clinic)  patients  will  still  attend  the  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary 
with  its  large  Hospital  and  well  equipped  Venereal  Diseases 
Department. 

No  action  has  been  taken  in  the  County  during  the  year 
under  the  Venereal  Diseases  x\ct,  1917. 

Under  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  in  their  circular  of  August,  1916,  General  Practitioners 
possessing  specified  qualifications  can  be  supplied  free  of  charge 
with  Salvarsan  substitutes  for  the  treatment  of  Syphilis.  The 
number  of  practitioners  who  availed  themselves  of  this  free 
supply  is  7.  The  number  of  doses  supplied  was  212.

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  Male  Venereal  Clinic  at  the 
Leicester  Royal  Infirmary,  under  the  control  of  your  Councils, 
and  the  Ministry  of  Health,  for  the  year  1921. 
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New  Patients. 

During  the  period  under  review  505  new  patients  presented 
themselves  for  treatment  in  the  Out-Patients’  Clinic,  248  were 
suffering  from  Syphilis  and  254  from  Gonorrhoea,  three  were  not 
clinically  or  pathologically  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease.

In  every  case  the  blood  and  discharges  were  submitted  to- 
Pathological  and  Bacteriological  examination  on  one  or  more 
occasions  for  the  purposes  of  Diagnosis  and  test  of  progress  to¬ 
wards  recovery. 

Total  Attendances. 

10,792  attendances  were  made  by  the  patients,  5,135  being 
treated  for  Syphilis  and  5,654  for  Gonorrhoea  and  three  patients 
were  not  venereal.

45  patients  were  proved  not  to  be  suffering  from  Venereal 
Disease  after  repeated  tests  for  several  months— many  of  these 
having  had  the  disease  and  recovered  presented  themselves  for 
proof  of  their  recovery. 

Technical  Application  of  Special  Treatment. 

2,064  Intravenous  injections  of  Salvarsan  substitutes  were 
administered,  being  1,406  to  City  Patients  and  658  to  County 
Patients,  and  1,524  Intravenous  muscular  injections  of  Mercury 
to  the  Syphilitic  Patients,  viz.,  1,066  to  City  Patients  and  458  to 
County. 

5,255  Intra-urethal  irrigations  were  administered  to 
Gonorrhoea  Patients.  In  addition  Penile  and  Prostatic  massage, 
Instillation,  and  Instrumentation  for  diagnosis  and  the  more 
definite  technical  treatment  has  been  given  to  a  large  proportion 
of  these  cases.  This  special  work  for  both  Syphilis  and 
Gonorrhoea  has  been  most  carefully  carried  out  by  myself  and 
Dr.  Atkinson. 
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Male  In-Patient  Department. 

97  Patients  were  admitted  to  the  Wards — 39  being  from  the 
City  and  58  from  the  County  of  Leicester;  of  these  68  underwent 
operation  requiring  an  anaesthetic. 


15  Intraspinal  injections  of  Salvarsanised  blood  serum  were 
given,  and  10  Patients  were  admitted  for  dilation  of  structure  of 
the  Urethra — the  latter  being  cases  who  applied  whilst  suffering 
from  their  disease  not  having  been  previously  treated  at  this 
Clinic.

Three  microscopic  examinations  of  smears  of 
urine  at  monthly  intervals  after  completion  of  active  treatment 
with  negative  pathological  and  clinical  tests. 


Large  numbers  of  patients  cease  attendance  when  their  dis¬ 
agreeable  symptoms  have  disappeared  and  before  they  have  quite 
recovered.  Many  of  these  are  prone  to  relapse  and  become  the 
cause  of  infecting  others,  although  partial  recovery  in  my  opinion 
makes  the  greater  number  of  these  delinquents  less  dangerous 
than  those  who  are  not  treated. 
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Practical  means  of  enforcing  attendance  are  at  present  im¬ 
possible  owing  to  the  odium  of  public  opinion — but  everything 
humanly  and  humanely  possible  is  done  by  kindly  advice  and 
scientific  treatment  to  induce  them  to  persevere  until  complete 
recovery  results. 

The  accommodation  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  as  well  as 
the  time  and  number  of  Clinics.  The  new  buildings  contemplated 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  Venereal  Patients  have  not  yet 
materialised,  although  I  consider  them  necessary,  so  that  greater 
privacy  for  patients  and  more  facilities  for  highly  specialised 
forms  of  treatment  may  be  developed  by  the  workers  in  the 
department. 

The  number  of  patients  during  1921  is  about  160  less  than 
that  of  1920.  The  prevailing  proportion  of  new  patients  I  look 
upon  as  the  numbers  that  are  likely  to  be  maintained  under 
present  conditions. 

The  years  1919  and  1920,  were  those  when  Venereal  Disease 
might  be  expected  to  be  abnormally  high  owing  to  large  numbers 
of  soldiers  partly  recovered  being  demobilised,  and  so  large  a 
number  of  young  men  being  demobilised  after  years  of  military 
discipline  obtaining  their  freedom  of  will  to  indulge  their 
passions. 

I  have  received  every  consideration  and  support  from  the 
Board  of  Governors.  Dr.  Mackarell  the  Pathologist,  has  con¬ 
tinued  his  most  valued  assistance  not  only  in  regard  to  the  purely 
Pathological  work,  but  also  in  the  technical  treatment  of  those 
suffering  from  Syphilitic  Nervious  Lesions.  Dr.  Atkinson  also 
has  continued  most  zealously  and  loyally  to  support  me  in  the 
Clinical  treatment  and  in  promoting  the  confidence  and  goodwill 
of  the  Patients  and  the  lay  assistants  working  in  the  department. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  my  Co-workers  for  their  willing 
assistance,  effective  work  and  loyal  support  during  the  year.

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Report  of  Venereal  Diseases  Work  for  the  County. 

During  1921  the  work  for  the  women  and  girls  suffering  from 
Venereal  Disease  has  increased. 

The  number  of  eases  seen  for  the  first  time  has  been  68.  Of 
these  50  patients  have  attended  the  Clinics  at  the  Royal  Infirmary 

36  being  treated  for  Syphilis 

14  ,,  ,,  ,,  Gonorrhoea. 

18  cases  have  been  dealt  with  at  St.  Mary’s  Home,  which 
Clinic  is  specially  set  apart  for  the  treatment  of  unmarried  girls. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  of  all  patients  presenting 
themselves  for  treatment  has  been  1380. 

Beds  available  for  patients  for  treatment  in  the  Infirmary  or 
Home  now  number  17  and  2  cots. 

Patients  treated  as  In-patients  have  been  chiefly  :  — 

(1)  Those  sent  by  doctors  for  special  treatment. 

(2)  Very  early  cases  where  energetic  treatment  may  stop 
the  disease  entirely. 

(3)  Exceptionally  infectious  cases. 

(4)  Cases  where  long  continuous  and  careful  treatment 
appears  to  be  the  only  chance  of  recovery. 

4  of  this  class  of  case  have  been  treated  in  St.  Mary’s  Home. 

38  Patients  from  the  County  have  been  treated  as  In-patients. 

The  number  of  injections  given  for  Syphilis  are  440. 

389  at  the  Royal  Infirmary 
60  at  St.  Mary’s  Home. 

Any  pregnant  woman,  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease  has 
during  1921  received  special  treatment  with  the  view  of  rendering 
the  child  immune. 

6  cases  from  the  County  have  been  treated  and  in  no  case  has 
the  child  shown  disease  at  birth. 

One  baby  died  after  three  weeks  but  post  mortem 
examination  showed  no  sign  of  Syphilis. 
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All  these  children  and  those  born  in  1920  are  examined  at 
intervals. 

Special  attention  has  been  paid  during  1921  to  the  examination 
and  treatment,  if  necessary,  of  members  of  the  family  of  an  infected 
mother.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  persuade  the  husband  to 
attend  the  Male  Venereal  Clinics.  By  this  means  not  only  one 
individual  is  benefitted  but  an  attempt  is  made  to  get  all  members 
of  the  family  under  treatment.

983  swabs  were  examined,  being  a  slight  increase  on  the 
previous  year’s  work.  Of  these,  146  were  positive  and  837 
negative.  The  large  number  of  negative  swabs  is  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  when  epidemics  have  occurred  whole  schools  have 
been  swabbed  with  the  object  of  detecting  any  “carriers”  of  the 
disease.  The  Fever  Hospitals  likewise  forwarded  swabs  from  all 
cases  suffering  from  Diphtheria  to  obtain  negative  results  previous 
to  their  discharge  from  Hospital.

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  “carriers” 
encountered  was  20  in  a  total  of  376,  a  percentage  of  5*2. 

It  will  be  observed  that  most  of  the  swabbings  in  schools 
occurred  in  the  last  Quarter  of  the  year  and  the  total  number  of 
examinations  during  last  Quarter  for  Diphtheria  was  544. 

Tuberculosis. 

611  specimens  of  Sputa  have  been  examined  during  the  year 
and  of  these  156  were  found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli.  The 
specimens  were  received  as  follows  :  —

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Specimens  were  sent  from  all  patients  on  their  admission  to 
a  Sanatorium  and  at  frequent  intervals  during  their  stay  in  the 
Institution,  to  note  the  progress  of  disease  and  treatment. 

Cerehro  Spinal  Fever. 

During  the  year  19  specimens  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fluid  were 
examined  after  Lumbar  Puncture  had  been  performed;  5  of  these 
were  positive  and  14  negative.  The  diagnosis  in  the  majority  of 
the  negative  cases  was  Tubercular  Meningitis. 


Only  2  cases  of  Spotted  Fever  were  diagnosed;  both  ending 
fatally.  The  five  positive  results  were  due  to  more  than  one 
Puncture  being  performed  on  the  2  cases. 

The  number  of  Throat  swabs  taken  with  a  view  to  detecting 
any  “carriers”  was  36,  2  were  positive. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

32  Widal’s  tests  were  performed  during  the  year  and  of  these 
14  were  found  to  be  positive  and  18  negative. 

49  examinations  have  been  made  of  the  Faeces  and  Urine  in 
cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  which  have  been  admitted  to  Fever 
Hospitals  and  previous  to  their  return  home  to  see  that  they 
were  free  from  infection. 


Of  the  Faeces,  5  were  .found  to  contain  Bacillus  Typhosus, 
whilst  this  micro-organism  was  only  encountered  in  one  of  the 
Urine  examinations.  In  every  case  three  negatives  have  been 
deemed  desirable  previous  to  the  patient  being  discharged  from 
Hospital. 

Ringworm. 

136  specimens  of  hair  were  examined  for  Ringworm;  of  these 
65  were  found  to  be  positive.  All  were  received  from  School 
Medical  Officers  or  School  Nurses,  many  of  them  being  brought 
from  the  School  Clinics  in  the  County  with  the  object  of  ascer¬ 
taining  whether  the  children  were  free  from  infection  and  fit  to 
return  to  School  or  not. 


ah 
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Sewage  and  Water  Analysis. 

In  all  127  samples  of  water  and  sewage  effluent  were  ex¬ 
amined  during  the  year.  These  came  from  all  parts  of  the  County 
and  of  this  number,  60  were  from  Sewage  Farms  and  Streams 
into  which  sewage  effluent  flowed.  The  remaining  samples  were 
drinking  water  from  various  districts  in  the  County. 


The  particulars  of  investigations  in  regard  to  Venereal 
Diseases  will  be  found  in  the  V.D.  Report. 

Each  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  received  a  report 
on  the  bacteriological  examinations  which  were  performed  for  the 
benefit  of  his  own  area.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Full  particulars  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme 
were  outlined  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1919.  The  number  of 
Infant  Welfare  Centres  is  now  31,  and  the  dates  of  opening  of 
these  Centres  are  all  to  be  found  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1920. 

In  1916  only  2  centres  were  opened,  these  had  increased  to  6 
in  December,  1917,  whilst  in  1918  the  total  number  was  11.  7 

further  centres  were  opened  in  1919  and  the  remaining  13  in 
1920.  During  the  year  visits  have  been  made  chiefly  by  Dr. 
Mary  E.  Weston  and  Dr.  N.  A.  Coward  and  arrangements  are 
made  so  that  the  former  can  attend  the  Centres  in  the  afternoon 
following  medical  inspection  of  school  children  in  the  morning. 

The  following  visits  were  made  by  the  Medical  Staff  during 
the  year: — Dr.  Mary  E.  Weston  82,  Dr.  N.  A.  Coward  69,  Dr. 
J.  A.  Fairer  10 — total  161. 

The  Health  Visitors  are  in  charge  of  the  various 
centres  and  are  ably  assisted  by  the  Local  Committees, 
in  fact  it  is  to  the  ladies  interested  in  the  different 
areas  that  so  much  benefit  has  accrued.  The  fact 
that  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  the  County  is  71  as 
compared  to  83  for  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales  indicates  the 
value  of  the  work  carried  out. 
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During  the  year  efforts  were  made  to  open  further  centres 
in  the  County,  but  these  were  vetoed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  Hostel  at  Melton  Road  which  was  opened  in  February, 
1920,  has  continued  its  work  during  the  year,  but  at  the  end  of 
the  year  the  Committee  decided  to  discontinue  this  Institution. 
The  number  of  cases  admitted  from  the  County  was  13  of  which 
11  were  anti-natal  cases  whilst  the  confinement  of  the  other  2 
occurred  previous  to  their  admission.  Of  the  11  cases  9  were 
admitted  for  confinement  to  the  Maternity  Hospital,  Causeway 
Lane,  whilst  of  the  other  2,  one  occurred  in  the  Hostel  and  the 
other  was  transferred  to  the  Maternity  Hospital,  Northampton. 
The  average  number  of  days  each  patient  remained  in  the  Home  at 
Causeway  Lane,  was  16  whilst  the  average  stay  of  the  whole  13 
patients  in  the  Hostel  was  99  days. 

During  the  year  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  milk  for 
necessitous  mothers  has  been  in  full  operation  and  approximately 
£195  has  been  spent  in  supplying  necessitous  women  in  the 
County  with  milk.  Previous  to  any  grant  being  made  the  cases 
are  considered  individually  by  the  Committee,  particulars  having 
been  obtained  as  to  the  number  of  persons  in  the  family  and  their 
financial  position.  In  cases  of  urgency  the  Committee  have 
allowed  me  to  use  my  own  discretion  in  making  the  grant  until 
the  next  Committee  Meeting. 

Under  the  Midwives  Act  1918  (Section  14)  the  County 
Council  is  responsible  for  paying  the  fees  of  the  Doctor  called  in 
by  Certified  Midwives  in  cases  of  illness  connected  with  the 
pregnancy  and  for  aid  during  the  period  of  confinement,  and  for 
recovering  such  fees  as  far  as  possible.  During  the  year  the 
number  of  claims  submitted  from  Doctors  was  43  involving  a  sum 
of  £79  16s.  and  of  this  amount  £24  was  recovered.

Children’s  Convalescent  Home. 

Of  the  22  beds  at  this  Home  15  are  available  for  use  of  the 
County  Council  Patients.  The  number  of  children  admitted 
during  the  year  was  61  and  the  number  of  days  the  children  were 
actually  in  the  Home  was  3,794,  so  that  the  average  number  of 
days  per  patient  was  62.  Of  the  61  children  14  were  admitted 
through  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  and  the 
remaining  47  through  the  Education  Authority.  Of  the  former 
the  average  period  of  stay  in  the  Home  was  68  days,  whilst  the 
latter  averaged  60  days. 
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inspection  of  Midwives. 

With  regard  to  the  supervision  under  the  Midwives  Acts. 
1902  and  1918  this  is  undertaken  bv  the  County  Health  Visitors. 

The  number  of  Midwives  practising  in  the  County  total  151, 
of  these  7  ceased  to  practice  before  the  end  of  the  year,  and  of  the 
remaining  144,  106  hold  the  C.M.B.  Certificate,  5  the  L.O.S.  Cer¬ 
tificate,  and  the  remaining  33  are  Bona  Fide. 

The  following  returns  were  received  from  Midwives  in  the 
County  during  the  year  : — Medical  Help  Records  345,  Still  Birth 
Records  55,  Laying  out  of  the  Dead  Records  39,  Notices  of 
Liability  of  Infection  18,  Notices  re  Artificial  Feeding  29, 
Notices  of  Death  of  Mother  or  Child  1,  and  Notices  of  Change  of 
Address  25. 

The  records  of  the  Midwives  are  still  kept  at  the  County 
Health  Offices.  The  figures  show  that  2,494  births  have  been 
attended  during  the  year.  Of  these  704  were  Doctor’s  cases  where 
the  Midwife  was  also  in  attendance,  and  1,790  were  cases  attended 
by  Mid  wives  only. 

The  causes  of  sending  for  Medical  help  were  :  —

Labour  58,  Haemorrhage  18,  Adherent  Placenta  15,  Abnormal 
Presentations  21,  Still  births  14,  High  Temperature  12,  Pre¬ 
mature  Labour  12,  Twins  4,  Abortion  10,  Weakness  6,  Other 
Causes  46,  Total  277. 

For  the  Child  Baby’s  Eyes  30,  Feeble  Child  9,  Baby  Ill  5, 
Other  Defects  24,  Total  68. 

The  total  number  of  Medical  Help  Records  received  was  345..

The  number  of  Parishes  visited  was  3,843  and  the  total 
number  of  miles  cycled  17,619. 

Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907. 

The  County  Health  Visitors  are  responsible  for  the  Home 
visiting  of  Births,  excepting  in  those  of  Loughborough  Borough 
and  Market  Harborough  Urban  Districts. 

The  same  procedure  under  this  Act  obtained  as  in  former 
years. 

The  total  number  of  Births  notified  was  4,816.  Of  these  114 
were  notified  to  me  by  the  Registrars.  The  Midwives  in  the  County 
attended  1,790  cases,  the  Doctors  2,322  and  the  remaining  704 
cases  were  attended  by  both  Doctors  and  Midwives. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

DISTRICT. 


Water  Supply. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  County  remains  the  same.  How¬ 
ever,  I  entirely  agree  with  Dr.  O’Connor  who  strongly  urges 
that  this  Leicestershire  Public  Water  Supply  be  extended  to 
villages  in  South-West  Leicestershire  and  also  to  Melton  Mowbray 
and  Asfordby — the  two  latter  are  urgently  in  need  of  a  sufficient 
■supply  of  good  drinking  water. 
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The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Coalville  states  that  “57 
additional  houses  have  been  connected  with  the  Public  Water 
Supply.  3787  houses  are  now  supplied  from  the  Public  Mains. 
The  water  supply  continues  fairly  sufficient  and  of  a  high  standard 
of  organic  purity.  Samples  have  been  regularly  analysed  and 
found  satisfactory.  In  the  Whitwick  area  a  few  Springs  are 
still  in  use  for  domestic  purposes,  these  have  been  analysed  from 
time  to  time  and  are  found  within  the  limits  of  useable  water.” 


The  Hinckley  Public  Water  is  obtained  from  Snarestone,  14 
miles  away.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reports  that  “  during 
the  year  the  driving  of  adits  has  continued  and  an  additional 
supply  estimated  at  250,000  gallons  per  day  is  being  tapped,  but 
owing  to  the  anxiety  for  the  maintenance  of  the  yield  for  the 
coming  spring  and  summer  a  prolonged  test  of  this  new  supply 
has  not  been  made.  It  is  hoped  that  by  further  extending  the 
driving  of  the  headings  the  present  source  of  supply  will  be 
sufficient  for  several  years  to  come.” 


Melton  Mowbray  Urban  Public  Supply  is  obtained  from 
Scalford  but  in  view  of  the  shortness  of  the  supply  the  local 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  called  the  attention  of  the  local 
authorities  to  the  desirability  of  obtaining  Leicester  Water 
through  the  Derwent  Valley  Scheme. 


There  is  a  good  and  constant  supply  of  drinking  water  from 
the  Derwent  Valley  for  the  Quorn  Urban  District.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  reports  that  “very  few  wells  are  used  for 
domestic  purposes,  two  have  been  condemned  and  closed.  One 
new  well  has  been  sunk  at  an  out- lying  farm.  Samples  of  water 
from  this  public  supply  have  been  analysed  and  found  satis¬ 
factory.  Out  of  the  six  samples  of  well  water,  two  were  found 
to  be  unfit  for  domestic  purposes.” 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Loughborough  Urban  Dis¬ 
trict  states  that  “nine  samples  have  been  submitted  from  Lough¬ 
borough  for  analysis  and  were  found  to  be  polluted — these  wells 
have  been  closed  and  town  water  laid  on.  There  are  only  a  few 
houses  in  the  Borough  of  Loughborough  which  obtain  their 
drinking  water  from  private  wells.  Samples  have  been  taken 
from  these  periodically.” 
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The  report  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Melton 
Mowbray  Rural  District  is  as  follows  :  — 


‘‘Six  samples  of  water  have  been  forwarded  for 
analysis  from  the  district  and  two  of  these  have  been 
condemned.  Six  wells  have  been  cleaned  and  repaired 
and  one  closed.  Owing  to  the  prolonged  drought  the 
supply  of  water  throughout  the  district  was  totally  inadequate 
and  in  some  of  the  villages  great  difficulty  was  encountered  in 
obtaining  a  supply  at  all.  Public  Pumps  were  generally  locked 
up  and  only  opened  for  a  short  period  daily,  thus  conserving  the 
supply.  Asfordby  and  Asfordby  Valley,  Long  Clawson  and 
Nether  Broughton  are  very  badly  off  for  a  regular  supply  of 
drinking  water  and  I  consider  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  proper  supply  for  these  villages.” 


“The  Market  Harborough  District  is  entirely  dependent  for 
its  water  supply  except  for  the  village  of  Lubenham  on  Public 
and  Private  Wells.  In  spite  of  the  dry  summer  of  1921  very  few 
complaints  of  shortage  of  drinking  water  have  been  received.” 


In  the  Billesdon  area  samples  were  taken  from  four  wells 
for  analysis  and  one  of  these  was  condemned. 


“In  the  Loughborough  Rural  District  the  villages  of  Nan- 
panton,  Thorpe  Acre,  Prestwold  Hall,  and  Burleigh  Hall  have 
their  supply  from  the  Borough  of  Loughborough.  During  the 
year  all  the  houses  at  Thorpe  Acre  have  been  connected  up  to  the 
main.  In  other  parts  of  the  district  the  water  is  derived  from 
wells,  and  as  well  water  is  constantly  liable  to  change  from 
pollution  from  the  surface  of  adjoining  grounds,  moving  of  sub¬ 
soil,  etc.,  this  matter  received  a  considerable  amount  of  attention 
from  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  12  samples  of  drinking  water 
were  condemned  as  unfit  for  drinking  purposes  and  3  wells  were 
cleansed  and  repaired  V 


In  the  Ashby  Rural  District  the  water  supply  of  the  upper 
part  of  Measham  is  the  most  urgent  requirement  at  the  present 
time. 
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Rivers  and  Streams. 

Examinations  were  conducted  and  analysis  carried  out  in  the 
County  Laboratory  of  the  following  rivers  and  streams  in 
Leicestershire  :  Garendon  Brook  above  and  below  the  point  where 
Shepshed  sewage  joins  this  stream,  also  Sketchley  Brook  above 
and  below  Hinckley  Sewage  Farm.  Repeated  examinations 
have  been  made  of  the  River  Eve  and  the  River  Wreake,  also 
Anstey,  Mowsley,  Rothlev,  Wistow,  and  Shoby  Brooks. 
Repeated  examinations  have  been  made  of  the  River  Soar  above 
and  below  Wanlip  Outfall,  Cossington  Lock  and  Silebv. 

Analysis  was  also  made  of  the  River  Sense  which  is  situated 
in  the  western  part  of  the  County. 

During  the  year,  in  the  month  of  July,  complaints  were 
received  of  the  pollution  of  the  River  Soar  due  to  sewage  having 
passed  down  the  Storm  Water  Overflow  at  Wanlip  from  the 
Leicester  City  Sewage  Farm  and  Beaumont  Leys.  The  whole  of 
this  matter  was  gone  carefully  into  by  the  Sanitary  Committee 
of  the  County  Council  and  referred  to  the  City  Authority. 

The  following  pollutions  have  had  the  consideration  of  the 
County  Sanitary  Committee  and  have  been  referred  to  the 
District  Councils  concerned  :  — 

The  Shepshed  sewage  farm  is  still  in  a  most  un¬ 
satisfactory  condition.  Steps  have  been  taken  by  the 
Authority  towards  providing  a  new  scheme  and  the  Authority 
should  be  required  to  carry  this  out  without  any  delay. 

Complaints  of  pollution  from  the  Hinckley  Farm  have 
also  been  received.  The  provision  of  further  treatment 
works  is  under  consideration  and  as  this  would  involve  a 
large  expenditure  of  money  careful  consideration  has 
naturally  to  be  given  to  this  matter. 

Pollutions  by  the  sewage  from  Ibstock  and  Desford  in 
the  Market  Bosworth  Rural  District  have  also  been  under 
consideration. 

In  the  Ashby  Rural  District  pollution  by  the  sewage 
from  Measham  and  the  general  sewage  scheme  of  that 
parish  has  been  under  consideration  by  the  Committee. 
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Drainage. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  Reports  on  the  drainage  and  sewage  in  the  various 
districts  :  — 

“In  Loughborough  practically  the  whole  of  the  Borough  is 
now  clear  of  the  Privy  System.  21  have  been  converted  to  the 
water-carriage  system  and  3  dispensed  with.  The  Council  are 
setting  aside  £500  per  annum  to  help  to  convert  pail-closets  to 
water-closets  and  80  have  been  converted  during  the  year,  leaving 
roughly  800  still  in  the  district.” 


“In  Coalville  the  district  is  sewered  throughout,  except  in 
the  Rural  part.  There  are  two  Sewage  Farms,  at  Kelham 
Bridge  and  the  Snarrows,  both  farms  are  worked  satisfactorily 
and  the  effluents  have  been  examined  from  time  to  time.” 

“The  Hinckley  Urban  Council  have  been  pressed  by  the 
Warwickshire  County  Council  to  improve  the  effluent  from  the 
Sewage  Farm,  50  per  cent,  of  the  dry  weather  flow  is  trade  waste 
and  principally  from  Dye  Works.  The  Council  are  carrying  out 
experiments  to  find  the  best  method  of  precipitation  with  a  view 
ultimately  of  constructing  percolating  filters,  and  meanwhile 
every  effort  is  being  made  to  utilise  the  land  to  the  best  advantage, 
but  as  this  is  of  a  clayey  nature  additional  works  are  necessary.” 

I  have  repeatedly  examined  this  sewage  farm  and  fully 
recognise  the  difficulties  which  confront  the  Hinckley  Urban 
Council.  The  question  of  the  precipitation  of  the  Dye  Works 
products  is  a  complex  one  which  is  further  complicated  by  the 
need  for  economy,  so  as  to  produce  a  satisfactory  system  at  as 
small  a  cost  as  possible. 

“In  the  Melton  Urban  District  the  reconstruction  of  sewers 
commenced  in  1920  continued  throughout  the  year,  this  work 
having  been  commenced  and  completed  in  respect  of  5  streets  and 
part  of  3  streets.  After  a  Ministry  of  Health  inquiry,  formal 
approval  was  received  for  the  carrying  out  of  alterations  and 
additions  at  the  Sewage  disposal  Works.  The  completion  of  this 
work  should  lead  to  the  obtaining  of  a  high  degree  of 
purification.”

“At  Quorn  there  is  a  good  system  of  sewage  all  over  the 
district.  The  filter  beds  at  the  sewage  farm  are  not  in  good 
working  order  and  the  effluent  after  filtration  over  the  land  is  still 
unsatisfactory.  The  Urban  Councils  have  instructed  a  Sanitary 
Engineer  to  report  on  the  working  of  the  sewage  farm.” 


“In  the  Market  Harborough  Rural  District  no  great  change 
in  sewage  disposal  has  been  undertaken  during  the  year.  I  have 
noticed  that  the  effluent  from  the  Kib worth  Sewage  Farm  has  not 
been  as  clear  as  it  ought  to  be,  possibly  this  may  be  due  to  the 
shortage  of  rain  but  steps  should  be  taken  to  improve  the  quality 
of  the  effluent.” 


“The  sewer  dykes  were  all  cleaned  during  the  year.  Water 
courses  were  polluted  in  several  parts  of  the  district  because  the 
rainfall  was  inadequate  to  flush  the  sewers  and  carry  away  the 
putrifying  discharges  of  whey  and  waste  from  dairies  and  cheese- 
factories.  The  nuisances  arising  .from  such  pollution  at  Twyford, 
Scalford,  Nether  Broughton,  Shobv,  Saxelby,  etc.,  were  in¬ 
vestigated  and  where  possible  abated  and  a  great  improvement 
in  the  watercourses  effected.  The  River  Eye  between  Sysonbv 
and  Asfordby  was  also  polluted  during  the  summer  by  sewage 
from  the  Urban  District  of  Melton  Mowbray,  but  after  action 
taken  by  the  County  Council,  a  considerable  improvement  in  the 
condition  of  the  River -was  produced.  A  new  9  inch  outfall  sewer 
has  been  laid,  with  sewage  works  to  treat  the  sewage  from  76 
houses  at  Asfordby  Hill.  A  short  length  of  6  inch  sanitary  pipes 
has  also  been  laid  in  Asfordby  and  another  in  Burton  Lazars  to 
re-place  the  same  length  of  old  fashioned  tile  drain  pipes.” 


Scavenging. 

The  work  of  scavenging  in  the  various  districts  continues 
the  same  as  last  year  but  Local  xAmthorities  are  not  experiencing 
the  same  difficulty  as  previously  in  getting  this  work  performed. 


In  the  Coalville  Urban  District  dustbins  are  being  more 
generally  used,  and  the  continued  conversion  of  Ash-pits  Privies 
into  water-closets  is  making  efficient  scavenging  more  easy. 
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Milk  Supply. 

The  Administrative  control  of  the  milk  supply  of  the  country 
still  remains  the  same.  There  has  been  no  new  legislatipn  to 
improve  the  conditions  of  the  production  of  this  most  important 
article  of  food. 

Everybody  is  crying  out  for  clean  milk  and  at  such  a  price 
as  the  poorer  populace  can  afford  to  pay.  The  condition  of  much 
of  the  milk  sold  is  disgusting  and  it  is  high  time  that  something 
was  done.  Cows  milk  should  be  one  of  the  principal  articles  of 
diet  of  older  babies  and  young  children,  but  are  Medical  Officers 
of  Infant  Welfare  Centres  justified  in  advocating  the  use  of  milk 
knowing  the  general  character  of  that  obtainable  at  the  present 
time  ?  Much  dried  milk  and  other  foods  are  therefore,  advised 
instead;  and  whatever  can  be  said  in  .favour  of  these  substitutes 
they  are  after  all  not  the  equal  of  fresh  clean  milk. 

Several  “campaigns”  have  been  carried  out  in  the  country, 
all  of  which  are  interesting. 

One  daily  paper  had  samples  of  milk  taken  haphazard  from 
different  milk  sellers  in  several  towns.  The  results  show  that 
generally  some  clean,  wholesome  milk  was  being  sold  side  by 
side  with  disgustingly  dirty  stuff. 

A  film  on  clean  milk  was  shown  at  one  of  the  Leicester 
cinemas,  showing  in  detail  the  production  of  clean  milk  at  a 
certain  farm.  The  owner  of  the  farm  gave  an  explanatory 
address  and  afterwards  he  stated  that  he  would  undertake  to 
produce  clean  milk  at  any  farm  in  Leicestershire  in  24  hours. 

Another  important  campaign  is  being  conducted  in  favour  of 
the  production  of  “Grade  A”  milk  and  “Grade  A  (certified)” 
milk;  the  former  is  milk  from  cows  certified  to  have  passed  the 
tuberculin  test,  and  Grade  A  (certified),  in  addition  has  to  pass 
a  definite  test  for  bacteria.  The  production  of  such  milk  will 
naturally  involve  a  larger  expenditure  and,  therefore,  an  in¬ 
creased  cost  in  the  price  of  the  retail  article. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  support  the  “Grade  A”  and  “Grade 
A  (certified)”  milk  scheme  and  have  recently  issued  an  order 
under  which  they  grant  special  licenses  to  dairymen  who  carry 
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out  certain  requirements  and  pass  prescribed  tests;  and  the  milk 
producer  complying  with  all  the  requirements  is  allowed  to  sell 
his  milk  as  “Grade  A”  or  “Grade  A  (certified)”  milk. 

Other  bodies,  including  farmers  themselves,  have  advocated 
alterations  in  the  Milk  Orders,  making  the  regulations  stricter 
and  giving  the  local  Sanitary  Authorities  adequate  powers. 

From  the  above  it  is  perfectly  clear  (1)  that  clean  wholesome 
milk  can  to-day  be  produced  at  the  same  price  as  dirty  milk;  (2) 
that  a  practical  man  can  produce  clean  milk  in  any  dairy  in 
Leicestershire;  and  that  the  milk  producers  themselves  are 
desirous  that  there  should  be  reasonable  practical  legislation. 
With  this  latter  I  entirely  agree,  and  such  should  be  the  first 
step  towards  obtaining  that  improvement. 

Much  as  one  recognises  the  “ideal”  in  the  “Grade  A,”  etc. 
scheme,  in  my  opinion  it  is  not  a  practicable  proposition,  so  far 
as  the  great  majority  of  small  milk  producers  at  the  present  time 
in  this  County  are  concerned.  It  will  take  years  to  bring  the 
latter  into  line  with  such  conditions  and  in  the  meantime  we  have 
to  go  on  drinking  the  dirty  milk  at  present  produced.  In  ad¬ 
dition  the  cost  of  production  of  “Grade  A”  milk  would  be 
expensive,  and  the  retail  price  of  the  milk  so  produced  would 
hardly  come  within  the  purchasing  power  of  the  poorer  classes. 
Further,  there  is  no  provision  to  prevent  the  sale  of  dirty  milk, 
and  without  such  provision  the  very  poor  people  might  still  be 
buying  tuberculous  milk. 

I  am  not  opposing  the  production  of  “Grade  A,”  etc.  milk  for 
those  who  can  afford  to  pay  for  it— but  I  contend  that  some  regu¬ 
lations  simpler  and  more  generally  practical,  and  which  can  be 
enforced  without  delay,  should  be  issued. 

As  in  all  other  public  health  measures  it  is  the  great  mass 
of  people — the  poorer  people — who  have  to  be  legislated  for,  and 
provided  for,  and  so  it  should  be  with  the  milk  supply. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1919. 

Very  little  has  been  done  in  the  County  during  the  year  under 
review  beyond  proceeding  with  the  housing  schemes  already 
sanctioned.  In  the  meantime,  with  the  growing  population,  the 
overcrowding  conditions  are  getting  worse. 
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The  County  Council  has  decided  to  obtain  by  special 
arrangement  from  the  Registrar  General  the  returns  showing  the 
number  of  rooms  and  persons  per  tenement  in  each  parish  in  the 
County.  This  return  should  be  most  helpful  to  Local 
Authorities  as  showing  the  amount  of  overcrowding  in  each 
parish  and  as  a  guide  to  the  number  of  extra  houses  required  in 
each  parish. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

The  Acts  relating  to  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  and  the 
Regulations  made  thereunder,  are  administered  in  this  County 
by  the  Police. 

The  following  is  a  record  of  the  work  done  under  the  Public 
Health  (Milk  and  Cream)  Regulations,  1912,  during  1921  :  —
